BELFAST, July 11 (By the Associ- 


ated press)—The curfew 
was reim- 


posed here 4oday as a result of the 
disorders of Sunday. Belfast now is 
tlie only place in Ireland under the 
(curfew regulation, despite the truce 
terms by which the curfew was raised 
generally. 


The quiet was disturbed before tlie 


morning had progressed far. A great 
deal of revolver firing developed in 
Stanhope street, and the .adjoining 
Garrick Hill districts. At one hospital 
six cases of bullet wounds were treat- 
ed. A baker}- wagon was. burned in 
Lancaster street and the driver was 
beaten. 


Some firing occurred in several of 


yesterday's disturbed areas but po- 
lice patrols promptly checked any at- 
tempt at an organized ontbreakk. .

CLEVELAND. 0« July 11—The state 
at noon today rested its case in the 
trial of Eva Catherine Kalxjr for ths 
murder of her husband, Daniel F. Ka- 
bcr, with the exception of one witness 
who cannot be heard until the middle 
of the week. The defense mil begin 
its testimony tomorrow morning. 


At the conclusion of the state's evi- 


dence. Judge Maurice Bernon with- 
drew the poisoning count in the .indict- 
ment from the jury, thus freeing Mrs. 
Kaber on the charge of killing her 
husband by poisoning. The testimony 
relative to poisoning, however, may 
be considered by the jury in determin- 
ing the charge of conspiracy to com- 
mit murder. 


County Prosecutor Edward C'. Stan- 


ton announced that the freeing of 
Mrs. Kaber on the poisoning-charge 
rcennt nothing to the state, as it never 
had been expected to prove thnt Mr. 
Knher had died from poisoning, but 
that death was caused by the stab 
wounds :is charged in the second count 
of the indictment.

Superstitions of ihe country folk of

report of T-r. Arthur Hughes, medical 
health officer of the county of Car- 
marthenshire. Despite the fact that 
fortune telling and witchcraft are pro- 
hibited under the English law, Ip.rgtf 
numbers of the Welsh peasants bring 
their ailing children to the witch doc- 
tors rather than to medical practi- 
tioners. One fetish that appeals tc 
those superstitious people is that e 
witch doctor can cure a child of back- 
wardness by means of making a slight 
incision in the cartilage of the child's 
ear. The operation must be performed 
during the waxing of the moon and 
the art is handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, the "doctor" usu- 
ally being a woman. If a cure dues 
not result the operation is repeated 
until the child is cured. It is said that 
many women practice this art and 
that the people pny large sums to have 
dull children so treated.

Howard Tuft was sworn in today as 
chief justice of the United States su- 
preme court. 
The simple ceremony 


of elevating the former president to 
tho supreme, court was performed in 
the office of Attorney Geueral Dough- 
erty by Justice Bochliug of the dis- 
trict supreme court, in the absence 
from the city of the justices of the su- 
preme court. 
• Those presnt included Mr. 
Tart's 


brother, Henry W. Taft, of New Yorki 
and John T. Adams, chairman of the 
Ill-publican national committee. 
Be- 


fore tho oath was administered. At- 
torney General Dangherty presented 
Mr. Taft with his commission as chief 
juxtice. saying: 


"I now hand' you on behalf of the 


president your commission as chief 
justice of the United Stiites. It af- 
fords me (treat pleasure on account of 
our perKoiml relations, hut fur above' 
that. 1 feel a security to the country, 
its constitution, itw laws and Its peo- 
ple, in your installation In that high 
court." 


Immediately after taking the o»tl» 


Chief Justice Tuft wont to the White 
House to pay ills respects to President 
Harding. He was accompanied by Mr. 
Daugherty. 


Mr. Tuft arrived here last

from Montreal, 
Canntlc,

fore the court before it convenes for 
the regular winter term early in Oc- 
tober. 


As rJief Justice, Mr. Taft will re- 


ceive H salary of $15.000 a.ul lie will 
be the only member of the supreme 
court to pay nn income tm an he i.s 
the first justice named since, the in- 
come tax law becomes effective.
